pany, Passes Away. 


A CT IV E IN A FFA IR S OF CITY 


Deceased was Prominent in Church 


Activities and was Widely Known 


Throughout County. 


Joel II. Matlock, aged sixty-eight 
years, 
president 
of 
the 
Jackson 
County Loan & Trust Company, a 
well known churchman and promin­ 
ent in politics and the affairs of the 
city and county, died at 5:55 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon at his home on 
North Walnut street following a three 
months’ illness with 
heart trouble. 
For the last week his condition had 
been critical but he remained con­ 
scious until the end. 
Mr. Matlock was endowed with un­ 
usual business ability and was in­ 
terested in a number of local enter­ 
prises. 
lie was a man of affairs in 
whom confidence was imposed by all 
who had occasion to deal with him. 
His death removes one of Seymour’s 
best citizens and is a profound loss 
to the entire county. 
Joel IT. Matlock was a native of 
Jackson county and spent practical­ 
ly his entire life on his native soil. 
He was born August 17. 1847 


went to Medora. 
From there they 
came to Seymour on a hand car and 
went to Columbus where they joined 
the 120th Indiana Regiment of Vol­ 
unteers. 
Two weeks later his regi­ 
ment was sent to the South where it 
joined Sherman’s army. 
He spent 
two years in the Southern Campaign 
and participated in several sharp en­ 
gagements, the most serious of which 
was the battle at Franklin, Tenn., 
where the Union forces under Gen­ 
eral Scofield met Hood’s army. 
He 
received this honorable discharge on 
January 8, 1866 and immediately re­ 
turned to Clearspring where he en- 
entered the academy for one term. 
For three years he was engaged as a 
school teacher, two winters in Ja ck ­ 
son county and one year in Iowa. 
Upon his return from the West Mr. 
Matlock engaged in the mercantile 
business at Houston for four years. 
In 1871 he moved to Brownstown 
to accept the position 
of deputy 
county clerk which place he occupied 
for eight years. 
At the expiration 
of his term he entered the county 
auditor’s office and served nine years 
as deputy to B. F. Price, of this city. 
He was elected auditor in 1888 and 
served two terras of four years each. 
In the spring of 1897 Mr. Matlock 
became connected with a construc­ 
tion company at Wabash and served 
as secretary for one year. In the fol­ 
lowing year he went to Indianapolis 
where he lived until 1900. 
He then 
returned to Seymour and organized 
the Jackson 
County Loan & Trust 
Company and was elected to its pres­ 
idency. 
lie held that office continu­ 
o usly until his death. 
As a banker

The golfers returned to the city in 
1914 $3,481.73 in dues and locker 
fees.

perienced by Indianapolis, and there 
are many in this city— as elsewhere 
— who predict th at golf will supplant 
baseball as the national game. 
In 
th at event, Indianapolis is prepared 
fo r the future, and will be able to
